DENNISTOUN CASE. 


MR. JUSTICE McCARDIE'S 
CHARGE. 


Mr. Justice McCardie commenced his 
summing up in the Dennistoun case at three 
o'clock yesterday afternoon. 

His lordship, at the outset, referred to the 
allegation of the defendant's counsel, that it 
was a blackmailing case. That he understood 
to mean that the plaintiff had invented a 
claim which she thought that the defendant 
would not dare to contest. because of the 
letters which she held, which would damn hn 
in the eyes of his wife, relations, or friends. 
In his view there never was @ case which 
called more clearly for investigation. 

Going on to allude to the emotional opening 
of the case by the plaintiff's counsel, his 
lordship said that he recognised and felt that 
the defendant's conduct in permitting bis 
wife’s liaison with Sir John Cowans was 
greatly to be condemned. As to the plaintiff, 
he had formed the view that Mrs. Dennistoun 
was one of the most adroit and ingenious 
witnesses that he had seen in the witness-box 
for thirty ears. She had a quick brain, 
absolute self - composure, a resolute will, and a 
wonderful mastery of answer. 

The first question was—Was the alleged 
agreement for maintenance ever made! The 
jury would observe that there was not the 
slightest reference or suggestion in the letters 
relied on by the plaintiff to any bargain made 
by the defendant with his wife to help her, 
and they were asked to find that the vaguest 
agreement ever known to Sir George Lewis er 
to him (the judge) was actually made as 4 
definite legal ba in. There was vagueness 
also about the date and place, and his lordship 
suggested that. the reason was because if the 
plaintiff put in her claim a date and definite 
place the defendant might show that he was 
not there. 

About the time that the defendant said that 
the plaintiff invented the agreement Colone! 
istoun’s affections, apparently, had 
turned to Lady Carnarvon, observed the 
judge, who quoted Congreve's lines :— 
Heaven has no rage like love to hatred 
turned, 
Nor hell a fury like a woman scorned 

If the whole of the letters were taken into 
account, his lordship proceeded, did they not 
point strangely to the conclusion that the 
alleged agreement was never made’ = The 
uestion for the jury was not whether the 
efendant was a man of bad memory or a man 
with lack of manliness and honour, but 
whether or not there was any truth in the 
claim brought against him, and, his lordship 
if the jury had inferred from bis 
his view of the existence or no: 
existence of the agreement, he would pol 
out to them that they were independent
